Claims 12 and 25-32 have been canceled. 

Claims 1-11, 13-24 and 33-34 are pending in the application. 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 15-24. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with applicant's attorney, Mr. Larry N. Anagnos, on May 19, 2003. 

3. Claims 1-11, 13-14 and 33-34 are allowed and renumbered as 1-15, respectively. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of: a plurality of through hole wirings formed at both sides of the 
device hole and extending from one surface to the other surface of the base 
substrate and being electrically connected to the plurality of lead portions, the 
semiconductor chip having a reduced thickness defined by spin-etching of the 
back surface, a plurality of bump electrodes formed on the one surface of the 
base substrate at the plurality of through hole wirings and being electrically 
connected to the plurality of lead portions, wherein the bump electrodes provide 
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a connection with a printed circuit board, while the plurality of through hole 
wirings at the other surface of the base substrate provide a connection with 
another device to be mounted on the tape carrier, as recited in independent 
claims 1 and 33, especially when these limitations are considered within the 
specific combination claimed
